Disarmament at an End 


Human peacemakers cannot secure - 


permanent peace between nations. Only 
the Prince of peace can do that. Men who 
are at war with God cannot maintajn peace 
with one another. It is of vast significance 
that Great Britain has now publicly and 
officially abandoned disarmament as offer- 
ing any hope of world peace. Recent news- 
paper headlines read: “Britain Ends Long 
Effort in Disarming”; “MacDonald Sees 
Disarmament No Aid to World Amity.” 
The Toronto Globe in a leading editorial 
says that Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer of Great Britain, in a 
recent address before British Conservatives, 
“spoke the official funeral oration over the 
British people’s long-cherished hopes of es- 
tablishing peace and disarmament by the 
Geneva formula.” That was early in Oc- 
tober. A month later Prime Minister 
Ramsay MacDonald declared that his 
nation’s “effort to promote world peace by 
setting an example in disarmament has 
proved fruitless.’ The Globe says: “While 
Britain has disarmed, all the other Great 
Powers of the world have been arming. 
Germany, France, Italy, Russia, Japan, the 
United States, each has devoted much 
money, time, and thought to increasing its 
present ana potential ability to blow the 
world to ruins.’ So Britain announces 
that she will now increase her armaments, 
while still insisting that “no nation in the 
world challenges our position as the most 


consistent and dependable of peacemakers.” 
In other words, disarmament has failed, 
and nations that do not want to go to war 
admit that they must be ready to go to 
war. It is a sobering, ominous fulfillment 
of Bible prophecy. “All the kingdoms of 
the world, which are upon the face of the 
earth,” must take the cup of war from 
God’s hand and drink of it, whether they 
will or not (Jer. 25: 15-28). “And it shall 
be, if they refuse to take the cup... Thus 
saith the Lord of hosts; Ye shall certainly 
drink.” When men have finally demon- 
strated their impotence to run this world 
successfully without God, then the Lord 
Jesus Christ will bring world-wide peace 
by his personal return and reign.

On the Last Night of the Year

‘The Church occupies a media- 
torial position between a dying world and 
a living, omnipotent Saviour. The Spirit 
leads; will the Church respond? Will you, 
on the night of December 31, be found in 
the circle of intercessors, praying in the 
Spirit for revival power?”

The Ambassador's Seven 


It is a high honor to be an ambassa- 
dor. Yet Christians are called to that 
honor; as Paul said: “We are ambassa- 
dors for Christ, as though God did beseech 
you by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, 
be ye reconciled to God” (2 Cor. 5:20). 
The letterhead on which a missionary in 
India writes to the Editor of the Trmes 
is most interesting and unusual. It lists 
“Seven things about an ambassador,” as 
follows: “1. He does not appoint himself. 
2. He does not support himself. 3. He 
does not belong to the country to which he 
is sent, 4. He is not in a far country for 
his own interests. 5. His instructions are 
in book form. 6. Any insult offered to 
himself he does not treat as personal. 7. 
His recall is equal to a declaration of war.” 
The last ambassador of Christ will be re- 
called from this world when the Church 
shall have been caught away in the rapture 
and the Holy Spirit himself shall be re- 
called (2 Thess. 2:7). Then must begin 
God’s terrible war against this world un- 
der the domination of the Beast and the 
Antichrist. Until then, we who are Christ’s 
have the work of ambassadors to do, and 
we shall do well to remember these strik- 
ing facts about true ambassadors.

eran Church in Germany is split from 

top to bottom. The remnants are by 
no means equal in size. There is little 
doubt that the mass of church members 
are loyal to the evangelical faith, but the 
more-German-than-Christian “Christians” 
have the reins in their hands and are driv- 
ing at a fast and furious pace. 

The Imperial Bishop Miller is proving 
ever more imperious. He quotes the word 
of Christ, “He that is not with me 
is against me,” denies that Jesus himself 
was a Jew, calls for sharper repressive 
measures against Judaism, and proposes a 
forced union of all Christians in Germany, 
Catholic as well as Protestant, in a “Rome- 
free German Church.” This would be the 
last word in immiscibility, and the Reichs- 


Fes the time being at least the Luth- 


bishop has now had plenty of evidence 
that he has taken the high road to trouble. 

Miiller’s enthronement in the Berlin 
Cathedral was really a Hitlerian demon- 
stration, with banners embroidered with 
crosses, at the center of each a swastika. 
This heathen emblem on the cross fitly 
represents the attempted superimposition of 
German heathenism upon German Chris- 
tianity. A manifesto of Lutheran loyalists 
expresses their humiliation and sadness at 
such doings. On the other hand it is 
thought to be significant that no telegram 
of congratulations to Bishop Miiller came 
from Hitler on this occasion, 

One hears of the proposed de-Judaizing 
of hymn books by removing all hymns with 
such phrases as Abraham’s Seed, the God 
of Sabaoth, Zion’s walls, Hosannah, Je- 
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hovah. New teaching programs would 
give equality to German legend and Chris- 
tian incident. Thus in “Education and In- 
struction,” a publication of the Prussian 
Teachers’ Association, is a sketch for four 
years of religious instruction. “The Mosaic 
account of creation is to be read with the 
legends concerning the Norns, Walhalla, 
Wotan, Baldur, and Loki.” Comparisons 
are to be made for the edification of school 
children between Germanic and Christian 
piety. There is a three-months’ period 
during which, at stated times, the children 
will learn of Jewish poets and religious 
leaders, “yet not as if these men pre- 
pared the way for Jesus, for the German 
Christian religion cannot look on the Old 
Testament as a support for its develop- 
ment.” 

Similar programs have been worked out 
for the public schocls of Leipsic. At 
Whitsuntide fairy tales relating to nature 
will be taught the children. “All nature 
has awakened and adorned itself. The birch 
trees are in pentecostal white. There should 
be festivals in churches adorned in spring 
greenery. Esteem for nature should be 
cultivated. Its sleeping and awakening are 
illustrated in the stories of Little Thorn 
Rose and of Jairus’ daughter. . . . The 
heroes of the World War are not dead. ... 
The Horst Wessel song should be sung, 
and the story of the revived son of the 
widow of Nain narrated.” 

A medley of pagan and Christian! It 
is a new expression of the current syncre- 
tism which would express appreciation of 
all forms of faith and tradition. The more 
extreme Germanists stand for the wralt 
(primitive) German heathenism “without 
hope of future life or need of salvation.” 
“Throw away the last remnants of your 
Christian education, the Jewish ideas of 
sinfulness, pity, and love of enemies. We 
must be hard if we would conquer.” Thus 
shouts the editor of the Nazi magazine 
Nordland. A prominent official, the High 
President of Brandenburg, Herr Kube, is 
quoted: “The faith of the youth of Ger- 
many is simply faith in Germany. .. . 
Adolf Hitler, — yesterday, today, and for- 
ever !” 

While Bishop Miiller was being en- 
throned in Berlin, thousands of pastors all 
over Germany were reading a statement 
of the Synod of the Evangelical Church 
which condemned the doings of Miiller 
and his lieutenant, the administrator Jaeger. 
“They have excluded themselves from the 
Christian community by their violent do- 
ings and violation of law. Only a church 
founded on the Word of God can be con- 
sidered a real evangelical church.” 

In Wiirttemberg, where the conflict is 
at present sharpest, press and radio are re- 
served for the German Christians, the 
opposition being debarred from answering. 
The right of petition has been suppressed, 
and an address expressing confidence in 
the deposed Bishop Wurm, which was be- 
ing widely signed, has been confiscated by 
the police. The entire evangelical Sun- 
day press in Saxony has been taken over 
by the German Christian authorities with- 
out regard to private rights or contracts. 
At the close of his enthronement service, 
Bishop Miiller’s last words were, Habt 
Liebe unter einander (“Have love one to 
another”). But the old army chaplain soon 
recovered his fighting spirit. In Hanover 


he declared that he would “press things

as hard as necessary. Those who cannot 
help in the upbuilding of the Church 
should step aside. If they do not, I must 
compel them to do so.” 

Wiirttemberg is a high fortress of evan- 
gelical faith, and one is not surprised to 
learn that only seventy-two of the clergy 
threw in their lot with Miiller, while 780 
pastors, four prelates, forty deans, and the 
theological faculty of Tuebingen lined up 
with Bishop Wurm who had been deposed. 
In Bavaria there was great excitement. 
Peasants in the country churches were, 
figuratively speaking, up in arms. Simul- 
taneous meetings were held in fifteen 
Nurembefg churches bedngstigend iiber- 
fillt (“alarmingly overfilled”)! In the 
400 churches of the Anspach Kreis prayer- 
days have been set with preaching three 
times during the day. The same text is 
used in every one of the 400 churches, 
Acts 20: 28-31: “Shall grievous wolves 
enter in among you, not sparing the flock.” 
In some towns loud speakers have car- 
ried the message into the market places 
near by for the edification of those unable 
to find standing room in the churches. 
Loyalty to the deposed Bavarian bishop, 
Dr. Meiser, has found everywhere power- 
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ful expression, although the people of these 
parts are reserved by nature. 

A letter to Dr. Kinder, leader of the 
German Christians, from the pen of the 
eminent Dr. Dibelius of Berlin and pub- 
lished in the Allg. Evang. Kirchenzeitung, 
tells the story. He recalls the law admin- 
istrator of the Church who described Jesus 
as “an upflaming of the Nordic spirit” ; 
the Lubeck senator who characterized the 
creeds as “old rubbish’; the prebendary 
who demanded of his clergy that they put 
Peter, Paul, and John in the background 
and cut out for themselves their own Gos- 
pel from the Logia sources; the pastor 
who declared that he would not go into a 
church in which the Old Testament and 
the creeds were retained. 

“Shall I continue? Alas, the list of pub- 
lic insults to fundamental Biblical and ref- 
ormation truths which have been flung 
out in the last twelve months is wnen- 
durably long. Such men you have ap- 
pointed to the theological education of 
our youth. You have made them judges 
over creed-loyal pastors. And then we 
are asked to have confidence in the re- 
peated assurances that you seek to re-

Are There Golden Streets 
in the New Jerusalem? 


Having observed the scrupulous care ex- 
ercised by your paper that every writing 
might be absolutely Scriptural, I wish to 
call your attention to the editorial on the 
first page of THE Sunpay ScHooLt TIMES 
of May 19, 1934. In the article ‘“Men’s 
Peace, and God’s,” this sentence appears: 
“It is peace ‘within’ the walls of the New 
Jerusalem — the city with golden streets.” 
In describing the New Jerusalem, Revela- 
tion 21:21 speaks distinctly of “street,” 
not “streets.” Further comment at your 
early convenience will be greatly appre- 
ciated—A Washington reader. 

The Washington reader is right in not- 
ing that Revelation 21:21 speaks of “the 
street,” not “streets,” of “that great city, 
the Holy Jerusalem,” being of “pure gold.” 
Again in the next chapter we read, “In 
the midst of the street of it.” The sen- 
tence in THE SuNDAy ScHooL TIMEs using 
the words “golden streets” was quoted from 
the Rev. Canon S. M. Warner in the Kes- 
wick Calendar. Whether the statement in 
Revelation which tells us that “the street 
of the city was pure gold” must be under- 
stood as reveaiing that the city has only 
one street, or only one street of pure gold, 
would seem to be legitimately one of in- 
terpretation of the Scripture. It is possible 
that the expression “the street” in that pas- 
sage might be a generic singular, intended 
to convey the fact that the various streets 
were of pure gold. Or it may be limited 
to a single street. Inasmuch as the city 
has twelve gates, or entrances, it is diffh- 
cult to understand how it could have only 
one street. . Devout old Matthew Henry, 
whose commentary is always so rich and 
illuminating, has this to say of the New 
Jerusalem: 


We have seen its strong wall, and stately 
gates, and glorious guards; now we are to 





be led through the gates into the city itself ; 
and the first thing which we observe there 
is the street of the city, which is of pure 
gold, like transparent glass. The saints in 
eaven tread upon gold. The New Jerusa- 
lem has its several streets. There is the 
most exact order in heaven: every saint 
has his proper mansion.

A Rattlesnake in the Sunlight 


In your issue of May 26 I read with 
much interest several critical articles regard- 
ing snakes and the sun. The enclosed clip- 
ping is of interest in this connection.—A 
New York State reader. 

Readers will recall the “Open Letters” 
discussing the statement in the Illustration 
Round Table of the Times that snakes 
cannot live long when exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun.

One of the rattlesnake 
specimens in the park museum was given 
the heat by members of the Yosemite Field 
School through direct exposure to the sun 
for seventeen and a half minutes, in which 
time it expired. 

All this abundantly confirms the state- 
ment that snakes and the direct rays of the 
sun do not get along well together.

Many 
a one has been shown that the arguments 
of atheism against God and the Scriptures 
cannot stand before the clear light of truth.

realized that the end could not be 

far off; increasing weakness was 
rapidly exhausting my husband, but he as- 
sured us there was little pain. On Satur- 
day, September 15, he was in a delirium, 
and from that time on his weakness dim- 
med the brightness of his mind, but there 
would be moments when the veil lifted and 
he spoke and prayed with force and clarity. 
That Saturday afternoon two young peo- 
ple, the Visées, only that day married, 
came to his room to receive his blessing, 
and laying his wasted hands on their heads, 
he prayed for them, an _ unforgettable 
prayer. His joy in this young couple was 
great, as the young man was a graduate 
of our Flemish Bible School and they were 
to occupy a newly opened post, Tirlemont, 
fruit of one of the summer’s tent cam- 
paigns. 

The day before, Friday, had been a good 
day for him, and a group from headquar- 
ters came at his request to receive a part- 
ing message and a final blessing. He spoke 
to them at length from the Word and 
seemed wonderfully strong. Saturday night 
found him excessively weak, with little 
sleep to refresh him, and Sunday, the 16th, 
he was utterly exhausted. In moments 
of delirium he would be preaching and 
praying. Bending over him I asked, “You 
were praying that some one should be 
blessed?” “Yes,” he replied, “and bless 
the work also.” Other disjointed phrases 
I could catch: “As the apostle Paul said,” 
and, “What an awful thing to ignore the 
cross of Christ,” and several times I heard 
him say, “Amen,” as though closing a 
prayer. Once in a moment of utter exhaus- 
tion, he exclaimed, “Into thy hands I com- 
mit my spirit.” That Saturday evening, 
in a semi-lucid moment, he asked for his 
Bible and tried to read several passages 
and pray silently. When I asked him what 
he was reading he told me it was from 
Hebrews 6, and he read aloud verses 19 
and 20, ever dear to him: “Which hope 
we have as an anchor of the soul, both 
sure and stedfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil; whither the forerun- 
ner is for us entered, even Jesus.” 


In Sight of Home 


Sunday morning he said to me, “My 
impression is, it will not be long now,” 
and later, “I think the Lord has showed 
me that this is the route which is to take 
me Home, and it is not too painful.” 

He was aware that his mind wandered 
from time to time, and on Sunday he apol- 
ogized to us for “blurting out” things that 
his imagination pictured. “I must not per- 
mit it,” he said, “but must concentrate on 
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heavenly things.” Monday morning, Sep- 
tember 17, he was still with us, and his 
night had been a little calmer. I was stay- 
ing constantly in a near-by hospital room 
in the same corridor, and one of the men 
from headquarters slept each night on a 
lounge in one of the offices downstairs. 
That Monday morning his mind was strong 
and clear again, and I read to him from 
Daily Light and a chapter from Job. Then 
he folded his hands and prayed,—how I 
wish memory could recall every word of 
that remarkable outpouring of the Spirit. 
For many friends he prayed by name, and 
there were petitions for the work of God 
everywhere, but what most showed the 
grace of God vouchsafed to him was when 
he thanked God for the dread disease can- 
cer itself, which had been the means of 
revealing to him the faithfulness of God 
and the greatness of his supporting, com- 
forting grace. He said to me that Mon- 
day morning, “I wondered how I could 
ever face death, but God has given me 
such peace concerning it, so I face it tri- 
umphantly and without any fear,” and he 
quoted Hebrews 2:15, “And deliver them 
who through fear of death were all their 
lifetime subject to bondage.” He told me 
that throughout these last weeks Satan 
came again and again to make him fear 
death, but that each time God drove him 
away through His Word. 


Wiser Than the Doctor 


Monday night was a bad night, with de- 
lirium throughout the earlier hours. At 
midnight as I held his hand, I caught one 
sentence among the incoherent utterances, 
“We must soon have a day of prayer, we 
need it, and we need it sorely.” Tuesday 
morning when the doctor called to see him 
and essayed some comforting remark, my 
husband firmly told him that he knew his 
hours were numbered and that he was 
anxious to go to be with the Lord. The 
head nurse, accompanying the doctor, her- 
self a Danish Protestant, withdrew with 
me from the room and we left them alone, 
while my dear one, summoning all his 
strength, gave a last witness to the unbe- 
lieving doctor. In those weeks he wit- 
nessed thus to each of the three doctors 
attending him, as well as to his nurses. 
Monday he had visits from five or six 
workers from the provinces; in his weak- 
ness he had requested that none but the 
workers be allowed to see him. These dear 
friends, to us like children, had come from 
their respeciive posts, from Huy, from 
Dour, from Sart, from Oost Roosebeke, 
to see him once more, and to receive his 
last blessing. As they knelt about his bed- 
side, it was wonderful to hear him pray 
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in French for them, their work, and their 
families, 

Tuesday found him so very weak, and 
desiring with an ardent desire to depart 
to be with the Lord. “Oh, take me quickly,” 
he breathed again and again, and he would 
repeat, “Oh, bear me away on angel’s wings 
to my eternal Home.” Wednesday came 
and our beloved was still with us. In the 
morning he could only bear the reading 
of one part of the Daily Light. When I 
spoke to him of what his life had meant to 
me, he answered, “Don’t talk too much 
about me, talk about the Lord.” By after- 
noon his exhaustion was almost complete, 
—‘“No pain,” he whispered, “God is so 
good.” Then he added, “I have served the 
Lord so poorly, but I think I can say, — 
‘I have fought a good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith.’ ” 

When the evening shadows fell, we 
prayed together, his words whispered so 
low that I had to bend over him to hear 
them. Mr. Williams came in to say good 
night, and my husband said to him: “I 
would never have thought that death by 
cancer could be so easy. I praise God for 
letting me have this disease, that I might 
thus experience his great grace.” 


The Good Fight Won 


Thursday, Friday, and Saturday he lin- 
gered in great weakness, but, especially on 
Saturday, in clearness of mind with all the 
agitating shadows brushed away from his 
consciousness. From time to time he gave 
us a word of Scripture. At night he 
breathed a prayer of which the last words 
were, “Oh, take me Home tonight, or at 
the latest tomorrow.” 

Sunday, September 23, dawned, and with 
it came a slight access of strength. To 
the astonishment of the doctors he lived 
on day after day throughout that week 
following and into the commencement of 
the next. Toward the end of the week, his 
clear consciousness began again to give 
away to the delirium of weakness. But 
even while scarcely conscious, a word of 
Scripture, or the mention of the name of 
a worker would bring a swift smile of 
consciousness and a whispered word. Often 
during that last week of his life he would 
have me reiterate favorite passages con- 
cerning death. “Keep them before me,” he 
asked. His dearest comfort came from I 
Corinthians 15:54, “Death is swallowed up 
in victory.” Over and over I repeated that 
to him, as long as he could hear. His be- 
loved friend, Mr. U. Cosandey of Bale, 
Switzerland, came to Brussels and remained 
for the greater part of the last month, 
spending hours by his bedside, and impart- 
ing to him precious consolation. 

From Friday, September 28, to Monday, 
October 1, on several occasions the heart 
stopped, and we thought he had gone; but 
again he would rally and the faithful heart, 
never weakened by narcotics nor even stim- 
ulants, would again resume its beating. On 
Friday afternoon as I was sitting by him 
he emerged from a period of unconscious- 
ness and began to speak clearly and 
strongly. I realized that he was giving a 
parting prophetic message and flew to get 
paper and. pen. In detached sentences he 
said to me: “Tell the men [at headquar- 
ters] that now the enemy may try to get 
in, when I am gone. Tell them to study 
the early history of the church and to 
read Ezra and Nehemiah. Even as Paul 
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wrote in Acts 20: 24-32. Don’t push my 
name too much before the workers, they 
will get tired of hearing about me, — re- 
member Athanasius. Keep a divisive spirit 
out of the Mission.” Later, when these 
same men workers from headquarters, 
whom he loved so dearly, stood grouped 
around his bed, he had only strength to 
say, “Men, you must all stand together.” 
Monday afternoon, I heard him utter one 
coherent sentence which will be ever treas- 
ured, — “Try to get God’s viewpoint.” 

By mid-afternoon he was quite uncon- 
scious, and at five minutes past eight in 
the evening of Monday, October 1, in the 
arms of his wife, his gentle spirit took its 
flight into the presence of the Lord. That 
companion of almost thirty-three years, as 
she saw the last, long drawn out respira- 
tion quietly cease, could then look up 
toward the glory and firmly say, “The 
Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord” (Job 
1:2r). Grouped around the bed at that 
sacred hour were several of the Mission 
workers, and upon us all came the comfort- 
ing healing touch of the divine hand, — that 
hand that alone can lead us throughout 
coming days through ever multiplying 
dangers and perplexities, and we know 
He will not permit His faithfulness to 
fail, 
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What shall I say about the true saintli- 
ness of the one who has now left me to be 
with the Lord? I can say no less than this, 
that every day of life with him caused me 
to fall in love more deeply with the per- 
fections of Christ and to seek more ardently 
to emulate that holy example. 

As to the limpid, beautiful quality of his 
character, I can do no better than quote 
in its entirety a clipping which, many years 
ago, I culled from somewhere, recognizing 
the precious analogy, and which, labeling 
it “Ralph,” I had filed tenderly away. To- 
day it speaks accurately of the uniquely 
lovely character which was my husband’s: 

“He had that quality of character with- 
out which the most powerful intellects have 
been frustrated in their purposes, and yet 
which, all alone, has been at times sufficient 
for the greatest undertakings. The pre- 
eminent essence of his nature, apart from 
the rock-bound strength and simple cour- 
age lying at the foundation of all such men, 
was its limpid transparency. In all that 
he said, one seemed to be looking into the 
bottom of his soul and, looking, to per- 
ceive there only what was wise, helpful, 
and kind. But added to this transparency 
was a corresponding power on his part to 
gaze through and across immediate men 
and events to wider fields beyond.”

The German Church Conflict 
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build the church in the spirit of the Bible 
and the Confessions. 

“Everything which, in the evangelical 
church, feels and thinks evangelically will 
oppose to the last breath that which is 
being done in our church, for it is a sys- 
tem of German-Christian dictatorship in 
irreconcilable contradiction to Scripture and 
Confession. 

“This influence determines the appoint- 
ment to parishes. The parishes are today 
wholly deprived of their rights. Of the 
reformation principle that a parish has the 
right to call its pastor nothing remains 
where German-Christian influence is domi- 
nant. The determining principle is, not 
whether a pastor preaches a pure Gospel, 
but whether he is German-Christian. Young 
theologians are only asked whether they 
are German-Christians. Then and then 
only can they get into the more important 
pulpits. What they are in addition plays 
no role! 

“This party rule, which according to our 
Berlin experience lacks every earnest 
Christian quality, is at the same time the 
Church régime. The Imperial Bishop has 
declared again and again that he is a Ger- 
man-Christian. His investment was treated 
as an affair of German-Christians. No in- 
dependent bishop from any part of the 
world took part in his consecration. In 
the immense majority of the churches not 
once was a single prayer put up for the 
Imperial Bishop. Who can pray for parti- 
san rule in the Church? We find here not 
the living Christ to whom we belong. Here 
men control, human arbitrariness. When 
they invite us to co-operate in the work 
of this system, we can only say Non pos- 





sumus (“we are not able’). We must seek 
the Church of Christ elsewhere. 

“We know that the pastors who are true 
to the Confession face, together with their 
parishes, a bitter future unless some mir- 
acle happen. The German-Christians have 
used their power ruthlessly. They will 
presumably be still more ruthless in the 
future. There will be much trouble in the 
manses. Much injustice must be endured, 
many sacrifices demanded. 

“Toward this dark future we go in con- 
fidence and joy. We ask the Lord of the 
Church for one thing only, that we may 
keep our consciences without stain. Faith 
is the victory that overcometh the world.” 

Church union is a method of getting rid 
of Christian creeds. That is the planned 
strategy of many union movements within 
Protestantism. The present national church 
government, according to the declaration 
of the Lutheran Church of Bavaria, “has 
specifically refused to be bound to the 
Lutheran Confession.” Now church with- 
out creed is ship without rudder. “The 
history of German Protestantism,” con- 
tinue the Bavarians, “affords painful ex- 
ample of churches abandoning the Con- 
fession only to become weak and exposed 
to every attack of unchristian doctrine.” 

The latest news indicates that the gov- 
ernment, which has been as adamant 
against all political opposition, is weaken- 
ing before the firm front of Germany’s 
Protestantism. Hitler has declined, or 
failed, to receive Miiller on one or two 
occasions when the latter confidently ex- 
pected a formal reception. Jaeger, Miiller’s 
right hand, has resigned. The bishops of 
Wiirttemberg, Bavaria, and Hanover have 
flatly refused to attend the council of 
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bishops which Primate Miller has sum- 
moned in Berlin, Herein they support the 
refusal of the Confessional Synod headed 
by Bishop Hans Koch of Westphalia, with 
thousands of Protestant pastors back of 
him, which is also boycotting this council. 
In Nuremberg the fanatic anti-Semite 
Streicher ordered no street demonstrations 
when Dr. Meiser returned to his bishopric, 
vindicated and reinstated. He might as 
well have tried to hold back water with 
the dam sawn open. Special trains bring- 
ing some 6,000 Protestants poured their 
contents into the city in wholesome de- 
fiance of Streicher’s threat of “jail to any 
misusing Nuremberg’s streets for religious 
purposes.” Similar tumultuous enthusiasm 
greeted Bishop Wurm on his return to 
Stuttgart. 

The writer of this editorial thought of 
Miiller the other day when, hoeing among 
his blackberries, he struck into a nest of 
ground wasps! 

The true Christians of Germany are re- 
jecting the pseudo-Lutheranism which 
Miller, Jaeger, and other theorists are 
attempting to impose on Germany. They 
may be confident of the future. Miller 
will go the way of Laud and Claverhouse.. 

The Toronto Globe has published a ring- 
ing editorial entitled, “Hitler Meets 
Luther.” It shows how Hitler has swept 
everything before him throughout Ger- 
many — until now. “It was an easy thing 
to Nazify the German State. Little won- 
der that Adolf Hitler, Chancellor and. 
Reich Fuehrer, looked for no trouble in 
his plans to Nazify the German Church. . 
There are, in Germany, only 14,000 Ger- 
man Protestant pastors. How should they 
and their divided congregations stand out 
against the Leader whose will is the law 
of all Germany? 

“Yet they have. And they are. For 
six months now Dr. Ludwig Miiller, Ger- 
man Reich Bishop, has labored at his 
chosen task of changing the German Luth- 
eran Church into the German Nazi Church. 
The net result of his efforts is as nasty 
a situation as has yet threatened the dic- 
tatorship of Adolf Hitler. 

“A mighty fortress is our God, 
A trusty shield and weapon. 

“Planning the last touches in the perfect 
Nazification of Germany, Herr Hitler 
seems to have reckoned without one Ger- 
man who died four hundred years ago.” 

And now Hitler himself seems to have 
acknowledged defeat in this church contro- 
versy. An Associated Press dispatch from 
Berlin, a few days before this issue of the 
Times closes, says that Hitler “received 
three opposition bishops, Hans Meiser of 
Bavaria, Theophil Wurm of Wiirttemberg, 
and August Marahrens of Hanover, and 
told them his party and the nation no longer 
had any interest in the church fight. In 
other words, the party organizations no 
longer were to give support to the German- 
Christians, the Nazi Protestants. The Con- 
fessional synod welcomed this action as the 
most fundamental one in 400 years.”

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


Te Holy of Holies of the worship 
of the Church of Christ is the Lord’s 
Supper. Doubtless no Christian has 
ever enjoyed the fullness of any provision 
that the Lord has made for his people. 
Much less have we entered into all that 

the Lord intended in this memorial feast. 

The inner spiritual character of our faith 
is emphasized by the fact that Christ com- 

manded only two outward ordinances: bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper. The one is an 
initial ordinance, the other for continued 
observance. What vital spiritual impor- 
tance these ordinances have! Let us not 
take the ordinary experience of Christians, 
or our own past experience, in partaking 

of the Lord’s Supper, as the true indica- 
tion of the possibilities of this ordinance. 

Rather let’ us so study this lesson as to 
enter into richer treasures of precious 
communion with him, and a continued feed- 
ing upon him who is our Life. 


The Historical Setting 

Paul founded the Corinthian church dur- 
ing his second journey, in A. D. 51 or 52, 
and he wrote to them on his third journey, 
from Ephesus, where he stayed possibly 
from 53 to 56. The Last Supper was ob- 
served before midnight on Thursday, prob- 
ably April 6, A. D. 3o. 
Verse by Verse 

1 Corinthians 11:23—For I have re- 
ceived of the Lord. This indicates that 
Paul received a direct revelation from the 
Lord concerning the inauguration of the 
Lord’s Supper and the meaning of it (cf. 
1 Thess. 4:15; Gal. 1:12). It was fitting 
that the Apostle of the Gentiles should re- 


And the rest will I set in order 
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ceive it from the Lord for the Gentile 
churches, rather than through the Twelve. 
What a solemn importance and wonder 
attaches to the observance of such an ordi- 
nance. The “for” refers back to the un- 
seemly conduct of the Corinthians in their 
love feasts, or common meals, which pre- 
ceded the observance of the Lord’s Sup- 
per (vs. 17-22). I delivered unto you. 
When he delivered the Gospel, which also 
he had received by direct revelation (cf. 
¥ ‘Gor. 55:3). 

Verse 24—When he had given thanks. 
A vital part of the solemn ceremony; from 
the word “give thanks” comes one of the 
names of the Lord’s Supper —the Euchar- 
ist. And what a time was this to give 
thanks! He brake it. To distribute to 
the disciples, symbolizing the truth that 
they were one loaf, members of one an- 
other, and partaking of the one bread or 
loaf (1 Cor. 10:16, 17). This ts my body. 
“This is a symbol of my body.” It seems 
incredible that the Catholic Church should 
take this literally, and teach that the bread 
is changed into the actual body of the 
Lord, when that body was before them 
when he used the words. Which is broken 
for you. The original text probably omit- 
ted “broken.” In one sense the body of 
our Lord was not broken (John 19: 36), 
but the thought is that as the bread is 
distributed to each believer to feed upon, 
so his body is given for each (1 Cor. 10: 
17); 

Verse 25.—Took the cup, when he had 
supped. The cup of thanksgiving that came 
after the Passover supper, which he now 
makes the cup for the new Supper. This 
cup ts the new testament in my blood. 
See Special Topics. 

Verse 26.—As often as ye eat this bread. 
Indicating that the Supper was to be cele- 
brated regularly and frequently, as part of 
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the life of the believers, but no command 
is given as to how often. Ye do shew the 
Lord’s death. It is a proclamation of the 
central fact of history, his death for sins, 
and sets forth the eternal meaning and liv- 
ing power of that death. 


Verse 27.—Wherefore whosoever shall 
eat . . . and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily. Paul gives a solemn warning 
because they were degrading the Supper 
by taking it in the midst of their gluttony 
and selfishness and drunkenness. No Chris- 
tian feels personally “worthy” in himself 
of taking the bread and the cup, but in 
confession and humility of heart he can 
do so in a worthy manner. Shall be guilty 
of the body and blood of the Lord. In 
being irreverent and carnal with the sacred 
emblems that represent the body and blood, 
their guilt is with reference to his bod 
and blood, and is serious indeed (cf. Heb. 
10: 29). 

Verse 29.—Eateth and drinketh damna- 
tion to himself. The word should be “judg- 
ment,” not necessarily eternal judgment (cf. 
vs. 30-32), but condemnation and punishment. 
Not discerning the Lord’s body. If he is 
not partaking of the feast as a memorial 
of the Lord’s body and blood given for 
sins, he is missing the meaning of the whole 
ordinance. 


Verse 30.—For this cause many are weak 
and sickly . .. and many sleep. Physical 
sickness and death came upon many of the 
believers as judgment for this serious sin. 


Verse 32—When ... judged . . . chas- 
tened of the Lord, that we should not be 
condemned with the world. Unbelievers are 
dealt with by God as the Judge who con- 
demns; believers who sin are dealt with by 
God as the Father who chastens; this sick- 
ness was to win them back, and this death 
was not eternal death but cutting them off 
for their sin (1 Cor. 5:5). 
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Verses 33, 34.—Read verses 21, 22 for 
the explanation. Each one or each family 
was accustomed to bring supper with them. 
The rest will I set in order. Note the 
authoritative work of an apostle (cf. 4: 
19s Os 9% JOt S). 

The Heart of the Lesson 

The real presence of the Lord at the 
Table, and our real feeding upon him, — 
this is the heart of the meaning of the 
Lord’s Supper. The Church has been torn 
by controversies about the real presence of 
the body and blood of the Lord in the 
physical elements. In turning from such 
material ideas, not to say impossible ideas, 
there is danger that we miss the truth that 
the world cannot understand, the truth that 
just as the bread and the wine become part 
of our physical being, so the Lord Jesus, 
who is our Life, becomes the food of our 
spiritual beings. The Lord is present with 
his people at all times, but here at his 
Table there is special preciousness in his 
presence. His ear is open to our prayer 
at all times, but here there is a peculiar 
sense of nearness as we pray. Worship 
is our blessed privilege day by day, and 
week by week, but here worship reaches a 
climax. Self-examination and _ spiritual 
growth are part of our Christian life, but 
as we approach the Lord’s Supper there 
is a special occasion for searching of heart, 
for thanksgiving, and for spiritual aspira- 
tion. The Lord’s Supper is the Holy of 
Holies of our holy worship, the innermost 
sanctuary of our heavenly communion with 
him who died for us, and rose, and is com- 
ing again.

Its Right Observance. The example of 
our Lord should be reverently followed 
by those who minister in his name, first in 
giving thanks, blessing the bread and wine 
that they may be set aside for the sacred use 
(so much as may be taken), breaking the 
bread, distributing it, then the cup, using the 
words of the Lord. In the Passover, the 
Bread and the Cup were taken in connection 
with the feast, and in the early Church the 
Supper was celebrated in connection with 
the Love Feasts; they observed it at night, 
and probably once a week; the bread used 
at Passover was unleavened, and the fruit 
of the vine was wine mingled with water; 
many branches -of the Church judge that

none of these things is essential to the 
true observance of the Supper. Some find 
blessing in partaking of both the bread and 
the cup together, that is waiting till all 
have been served, then eating and later 
drinking. The minister should give his 
message concerning the feast before the 
sacred ordinance begins, and then use the 
words of Scripture rather than interrupt- 
ing the direct communion of each soul with 
Christ by comments or exhortations of his 
own. 


The New Covenant and the Old. Study 
Hebrews 8 to 10, where the New Cove- 
nant is set forth in contrast to the tem- 
porary, outward, and typical Old Covenant. 
As the blood of Jesus is better than the 
blood of bulls and goats, so is the New 
higher than the Old. The one is the 
shadow, the other the reality. Yet true 
believers of the Old Testament were saved 
by grace through faith in the blood of the 
New Covenant that was to be shed (cf. 
also Rom. 3: 21-26).

Observe the Lord’s Supper faithfully. 
Spiritual loss results from the neglect of 
this ordinance. 


Make the Lord’s Supper an occasion 
for self-examination and spiritual growth. 


Make it the occasion of cementing our 
loving union with other Christians. Noth- 
ing so startlingly presents the truth of our 
union with one another as the fact that 
we all partake of the one Bread and that 
we are one loaf (1 Cor. 10:17). Let us 
put away all division, and all lack of love 
(Psa. 133: 1-3). 


Enter into the rich possibilities of com- 
munion with Christ. The Lord’s Supper 
sets forth vividly the truth of union with 
Christ, and feeding upon him; this great 
truth should become the constant joy of 
our life. 

Look back to his death —and, forward 
to his coming. Make the feast an occasion 
of meditation on his atoning death, and on 
his personal return. Satan would obscure 
both truths. 
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Remember the millions of wunreached 
heathen, They also should know of this 
blood shed for their sins. 


Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 


Our Lord did not tell us to commemorate 
his birth but his death, for his birth was 
in order to his death, and his resurrection 
completed his atoning death, 


The Lord’s Supper is a constant witness 
against Modernism, which denies his aton- 
ing death and denies his personal coming 
again. 


Satan has made the ordinance of the 
Lord’s Supper an occasion of division in 
the Church, when it is intended to be ‘the 
highest expression of the union of believers 
with Christ and with one another. 


Let us cleanse out any leaven of bit- 
terness in our hearts toward another Chris- 
tian when we come to the Lord’s Table, 
else we shall partake unworthily. 


The early Church celebrated the Lord’s 
Supper on the first day of the week, when 
Christ rose, not on the sixth day, when he 
died, nor on the seventh, when he lay in the 


grave: they were communing with a living 
Lord. 


At the Last Supper there was jealousy 
and strife and self-seeking on the part of 
the disciples; at the Lord’s Supper in Cor- 
inth there was gluttony, drunkenness, self- 
ishness; and the Spirit’s way of overcom- 
ing these low, fleshly things is to set forth 
the high glory and beauty of holiness. 


If we “remember Jesus Christ,” we shall 
not forget the cleansing from our old sins 
(2 Tim. 2:8; 2 Pet. 1:9).

to look forward joyously to his return? 
Think for a moment. On that very night 
when he was betrayed, he gave thanks, and 
established this means by which he should 
be remembered, and by which his friends 
would be reminded of what, in his death, 
he did for them. What an hour that must 
have been for the apostles! What an hour 
it can be for us, as we gather in the com- 
munion service in loving remembrance of 
our blessed Lord! Let us pray.

The Busy Men’s Corner 
By William H. Ridgway 


Fellowship.—This do ye... . in remem- 
brance of me (1 Cor. 11:25). It would be 
difficult to imagine, not to speak of de- 
signing or inventing, a simpler service than 
that of the Lord’s Supper. Yet contro- 
versy has swirled around it all down the 
centuries. Trans-substan-ti-a-tion. Con- 
sub-stan-ti-a-tion. Im-pa-na-tion. These 
are the great words which to most of us 
in the Christian church are only just big 
words. But to the doctors who deal in 
such things, for centuries they have been 
something to argue about. 

There are sects which cut out the Lord’s 
Supper entirely, such as the Quakers and 
Unitarians. The one claims it is a spir- 
itual function, and the other does not be- 
lieve it is a divine institution. Those who 
ignore the order of our Lord miss one of 
the sweetest and dearest and loveliest of 
all the church services in the whole Prot- 
estant church. 

In the church to which I belong, Dr. 
Smith, our minister, takes the occasion to 
send every member a pastoral letter. When 
“Communion Sunday” comes we are all 
there. The church, downstairs and gal- 
lery, is full, and we overflow to the ad- 
joining Sunday school room. There we 
are one great church family of some 1,500, 
quietly, reverently, and expectantly gath- 
ered together, young and old, supping with 
Him, our beloved Lord and Master. 

For years I have been one of those who 
go from pew to pew with the elements. I 
have been struck by the fact that these, 
my friends and neighbors, are deeply seri- 
ous and reverent. Not a grin, not a whis- 
per. And here is a priceless thing about 
this service. Among the sweetest recol- 
lections of later years and in far places is 
the picture that rises in the memory of 
the old friends and neighbors and asso- 
ciates who used to sit there with us, but 
have gone Home and now await us at that 
other supper Up. There. Only a little pinch 
of bread and a little sip of grape juice, 
but oh, the fellowship of it—with him! 
(Rev. 3:20; 19:9.) 
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Tokens.—He that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation 
to himself (v. 29). When you come to 
Philadelphia or Washington and some 
other cities, and ride on the street cars 
you can save a penny or two by buying 
“tokens.” In Philadelphia you get two 
tokens for fifteen cents, or pay 8 cents a 
ride. You save one cent on two rides. 
The Philadelphia tokens are a trifle smaller 
than a silver dime, and with the initials 
of the company, P. R. T., have the words, 
“Good for one fare.” 

Years ago in many Presbyterian churches 
(and for all I know, perhaps in other 
churches) you were only permitted to come 
to the Lord’s table by presenting a “token.” 
One of my old friends, the late Dr. James 
M. Farrar of Brooklyn, was a collector of 
these old “tokens.” They were of metal, 
and of all sizes and shapes and kinds, ac- 
cording to the fancy of each particular 
church. 

One of the ideas back of the “token” 
was that it might prevent anyone coming 
to the table “unworthily” and drink “dam- 


‘nation to himself.” It would make a man 


thoughtful. He would examine himself. 
I have never learned just how the “token” 
was worked. I rather imagine that if a 
church member in the opinion of the ses- 
sion was not walking “the strait and nar- 
row way” the “token” and its admittance 
to the Lord’s Supper would be denied him. 
His absence would cause “talk.” 

Consequently, the necessity of the “token” 
was a good “Beware” sign, and would 
serve as a deterrent to many a man and 
woman. For example: if a member in 
good standing had a moment’s temptation 
in a horse trade with another member, that 
little “token” would pop up in his mind’s 
eye and before ‘closing the deal he might 
say, “Expect I ought to have told you, 
Brother Elmer, but this horse has been 
known to balk.” The trade might or might 
not go through, but at any rate the eating 
and drinking at the Lord’s table would not 
be “unworthily.” The use of the “token” 
passed when the officers of the church 
ceased the close oversight of the members. 
Men and women are no longer “sessioned” 
for real or fancied small offenses. 


Not Good Enough.—/f we would judge 
ourselves, we should not be, judged (v. 31). 
To be exact and severe on ourselves and 
on our own conduct is the most proper 
way in the world not to fall under the just 
severity of our heavenly Father. We must 
not judge lest we be judged, but we must 
judge ourselves to prevent our being judged 
and condemned by God. We may be criti- 
cal as to ourselves, but should be very 
candid in judging others. 

This didactic style does not sound like 
the Corner itself, does it? It is too stately 
and more as the Reverend Doctor would 
put it. As a matter of fact, it is from 
Dr. Matthew Henry, the greatest of com- 
mentators. I left off the quotation marks 
to fool you. 

Jesus says, “Judge not that ye be not 
judged.” The best way to approach the 
Lord’s table is for the Christian to sit 
down and size up himself or size down 
himself, as the case may be. If he is an 
honest judge he will soon come to the con- 
clusion, “I am not worthy.” With Isaiah 
cry, “I am-a man of unclean lips.” Or as 
Moses put it, “I am of uncircumcised lips.” 
Or as Peter cried, “Depart from me; for 
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I am a sinful man” (Isa. 6:5; Exod. 6: 
30; Luke 5:8). 

Yes, but hold on a minute. Jesus died 
for us. He is our righteousness. With 
his stripes we are healed. With his blood 
we are cleansed. “So, Doctor, give me the 
token. I will be there.” 

My Aunt Annie, who joined church when 
she was past sixty had me come to her 
city and be her godfather. When it came 
time for communion my Uncle Lew and 
the two daughters, with most of the con- 
gregation, left the church. “Why did you 
do that?” I asked when we got home. “We 
don’t think we are good enough.” I spent 
all that Sunday afternoon trying to show 
these lovely and devout people ‘we came 
to the table in Christ’s righteousness and 
not in our own. But it was no use. I 
think it is likely they never stayed to com- 
munion to their dying days. They are all 
with Him now, and they know.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week

ELL the children, in your own words, 

the story of the Last Supper. Paul 
adds details in 1 Corinthians 11: 23-34 
which we do not find in the Gospel ac- 
counts. Especially stress our Memory 
Verse (1 Cor. 11: 24c). 

I would explain the story in this way: 

Have you ever wondered why we do 
not offer animals to God as sacrifices, like 
Abel and Abraham and all the Old Tes- 
tament people did? I will tell you why. 
It is because those animals were just a 
picture of the Lord Jesus Christ. You 
remember how John, pointing to the Lord 
Jesus, said to all the people standing 
around, “Behold the Lamb of God.” The 
people would immediately think of all the 
sacrifices God had commanded their fathers 
to offer. Their thoughts would go away 
back to the first Passover in Egypt fifteen 
hundred years before. Do you know the 
story?. We read about it in the book 
called Exodus in the Bible. (Tell the 
story shortly.) God told the children of 
Israel that they must never forget that 
night, but always keep it in remembrance. 
But not only were they to keep the Pass- 
over once a year, but they were ordered 
to offer sacrifices constantly to remind 
them that the Lord Jesus Christ, God’s own 
Lamb, was coming to redeem them one 
day. All down the ages these sacrifices 
were Offered in faith until the time came 
when the One True Sacrifice should be 
offered. Where was that? Yes, on the 
cross, where the Lord Jesus was cruci- 
fied for us. 

Every one who offered a sacrifice showed 
that he was looking forward to the time 
when the Lamb of God would die for him 
at Calvary. Now we look back to it. 
We do not offer sacrifices now, because 
the Great Sacrifice is offered, but we, too, 
have a service when we especially remem- 
ber the sacrifice of the Son of God. We 
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call our service the Lord’s Supper, or the 
Breaking of Bread. We eat the broken 
bread in memory: of his Body which was 
“broken” instead of ours, and we drink the 
wine in memory of the blood he shed for 
us. It is a service of remembrance — “in 
remembrance that Christ died for us,” — 
for me, we may each one say. 

In 1 Corinthians 11:26 we read, “As 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till he 
come.” Bring out this thought, teacher. 
The Lord is coming back. We know neither 
the day nor the hour, but we know that 
he is coming. He tells us, “Be ye... 
ready,” and he wants us to help others to 
be ready. How can we? We find the 
answer to this question in Romans 10: 
9. Let the children look it up. 


Expression Work

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 


The memorial Supper of the Christian 
Life: its place, meaning, and manner of 
observance. 











HERE is not a sensitive-souled girl 
among yours who will not pause rev- 
erently in consideration of this simplest 
and most beautiful of all memorial rites, 
the Lord’s Supper. Surely they have all 
seen it observed; those who are church 
members have taken part in it, and they 
know its historic place in the life of our 
Lord. So let us help them think quietly 
about its place, meaning, and manner of 
observance in our lives who are followers 
of him whose self-instituted memorial it is. 
Among all the places or needs for this 
Supper in our Christian lives none can be 
greater than the need we all feel of real- 
izing afresh and frequently the love which 
was poured out to the uttermost for us, nor 
can there be any other way so perfect of 
bringing home to our hearts this divine 
love. Its very simplicity of symbol and 
speech make its appeal universal to all 
kinds and conditions of men. A child can- 
not tell you what they mean, but many 
a child feels its power perhaps more truly 
than those who can talk wisely about it 
all. So with your girls—they do not 
need wise words about this dear memorial 
so much as to learn to love it, to expect 
it with glad hearts, to draw from it a new 
sense of the nearness of the Lord whose 
love it celebrates, 

For its meaning is love—the love that 
knew no limits, that gave its all in com- 
plete sacrifice, “a ransom for many,” as 
he said who so died. And every time we 
who love him observe this memorial Sup- 
per we do show this love-unto-death to 
the world, and shall ever do so, “till he 
come.” 

How clearly this writer remembers the 
sweet relief to her very young heart when 
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the very solemn minister of her “old” 
church used to pause in reading this “Scrip- 
ture instituting the Lord’s Supper” (read- 
ing from the King James Version) to 
explain verse twenty-nine (1 Cor. 11) 
thus: “‘Unworthily’ here means in an 
unworthy manner, for none could partake 
worthily, or deservingly of such love. And 
‘damnation’ here does not mean eternal 
punishment but ‘condemnation’ or ‘judg- 
ment.’” How good, years later, to find 
these very translations in the Revised Ver- 
sion! Surely your girls can seek and keep 
a worthy (worshipful) manner, proving 
or testing themselves with each observance, 
as to the genuineness of their love for their 
Lord. 


Not worthy, Lord! to gather up the crumbs 
With —_—— hand that from Thy table 
all, 
A weary, heavy-laden sinner comes 
To plead Thy promise and obey Thy call. 


I am not worthy to be thought Thy child, 
Or sit the last and lowest at Thy board; 

Too long a wanderer and too oft beguiled, 
I only ask one reconciling word.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: Remember. 


Discussion: What are some of the facts 
that the Lord would have us remember 
in connection with his atoning death? 


Objective: Showing forth the Lord’s 
death until he come (1 Cor. 11 : 26). 


AY, fellows, it is very human not to 

want to be forgotten. People like to 
be remembered —and they like to be re- 
membered pleasantly, We are not surprised 
to find that even the wealthy, the impor- 
tant, and the smart people seem to be 
pleased when you show, after years of ab- 
sence, that you remember them — that you 
easily recall some trait or characteristic 
or some deed of theirs in the long ago. 

But the surprising fact that is before 
us for consideration today is that the Lord 
Jesus Christ, the King of Glory, is con- 
cerned that you and I remember him. And 
yet that is true; and when we think of 
what it is he wants us to remember, it 
should not be so surprising after all. The 
great surprise really is that the Lord of 
Glory should have come to earth and die 
upon the cross for our unworthy selves. 
This should never lose its wonder in our 
eyes. 

Once I heard that great servant of Jesus 
Christ, Dr. James Stalker, who wrote one 
of the most widely read books entitled 
“The Life of Christ,” say to a group of 
ministers: “Woe unto you preachers when 
the surprise of the Gospel is lost upon 
you!” He told them that whenever the 
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story of the cross should become com- 
monplace in their thinking, it would carry 
no thrill in their telling. As a matter of 
fact, the Lord Jesus had to do something 
very startling and surprising to impress 
deeply upon you and me the great love of 
God for a lost world. “God commendeth 
his love toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us” (Rom. 
SSS). 

And having done that surprising thing, 
the Lord does not want us to forget it nor 
to let it become commonplace. So he 
planned “The Lord’s Supper” as a sacra- 
ment by which we celebrate the blessedness 
of his atoning sacrifice; his death upon the 
cross of Calvary; his shed blood which was 
necessary to pay the penalty of our sin. 

Thus, fellows, when you enter the church 
on a Sunday morning and see a table spread 
near the pulpit, with a white cloth over it, 
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Lesson for December 16 


you are being greeted by his warm invita- 
tion to sit down at the table with him and 
eat the bread and drink the wine which rep- 
resent his broken body and his blood that 
flowed for you and me. It was in beau- 
tiful consideration for our human bent of 
mind that the Lord prescribed these ele- 
ments that we might eat and drink the 
remembrance. The act of taking the bread 
and the wine into our mouths, receiving 
them inte our physical system somehow 
impresses upon us the spiritual fact of 
the presence of our Lord himself, in per- 
son. I like to think of him sitting at the 
head of the table, with a word and a smile 
for each one who sups; it is as though you 
could hear his voice, saying, “Take, eat: 
this is my body, which is broken for you: 

. . as often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till 
he come”! 

It is the sweet atmosphere of recon- 
secration and a rededicated life to the won- 
derful Saviour. There is something very, 
very personal in it. 


So, fellows, never allow yourself to miss 
the Communion service. Make sure to be 
there; and although you may feel unworthy 
(who is worthy?) and sometimes not in the 
spirit of it— yet you go there and take 
part; and somehow, as you sit in the sacred 
silence of the holy feast there will come 
over your spirit and into your heart a new 
sense of the blessedness of being a follower 
of Jesus Christ.

HOSE of us who have gone to church 

all our lives can scarcely remember 
when we first saw the Communion table, 
but we recall our childish curiosity about 
it. What was it for? Why did the church 
have it? What did it mean? 

Perhaps some of those questions still 
bother some of you. 

It is Christ’s Supper that he gave his 
disciples the night before his crucifixion, 
the night that he told them he would hence- 
forth call them friends, not servants. So 
it really is a Supper he gave to his friends. 
He says, “Ye are my friends, if ye do 
whatsoever I command you.” He told them 
he was going away, and he asked them to 
have this Supper in remembrance of him, 
until he comes back. 

The church still celebrates this Supper, 
for he has not yet returned. The bread 
is a type of his broken body, and the wine 
of his shed blood, so the two show forth 
his death, bringing to our minds his sacri- 
fice on Calvary for the sin of the world. 

No Christian should join in the service 
thoughtlessly. It should be a time of heart- 
searching and communion with the Lord. 

At the Jewish Passover there is a vacant 
chair set for the expected Messiah (who, 
we know, has come), and the door of the 
house is left unlocked on that night, that 
he may enter. 

And may we not all unlock our heart’s 
door, that the Holy Spirit may take pos- 
session, “till he come”?

Old Testament Law and History

I AND 2 CHRONICLES 


Selected Reading: 1 Chronicles 11, 
13, 15, 17, 18, 22, 25, 28; 2 Chronicles 
2, 7, 10,14, 17, 19, 29 to 31, 34, 35. 
IRST Chronicles covers the period 


treated in Second Samuel, Second 
Chronicles the period treated in First and 
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Second Kings, but they are by no means 
a repetition, and are full of thrilling in- 
terest, 

First Chronicles begins with nine chap- 
ters of genealogies; chapters 10 to 29 are 
given to the reign of David, following the 
record of Saul’s death. The triumphant 
events in David’s reign are emphasized, and 
the spiritual service. Nothing is given 
about David’s great sin, nor the rebellion 
of Absalom, nor the contests for the king- 
dom at the beginning and the end of the 
reign. Fuller treatment is given to the 
bringing up of the ark to Jerusalem, and 
the service connected with it, and the last 
nine chapters are largely given to the prep- 
aration for the building of the Temple and 
the order of worship and service connected 
with it. 

Second Chronicles gives nine chapters to 
the reign of Solomon, and here again the 
sins are not emphasized, but rather the 
glory of the reign, and especially the build- 
ing of the Temple. Chapters 10 to 36 tell 
the story of Judah’s kings, with emphasis 
upon the spiritual meaning of God’s deal- 
ing with them, dwelling upon spiritual 
revivals, and including three great deliver- 
ances not mentioned in Kings, under Abi- 
jah (13: 1-22), under Asa (14:8 to 15: 
19), under Jehoshaphat (20: 1-30), deliv- 
erances that illustrate the great message 
of 16:9 concerning the eyes of the Lord 
running to and fro to show himself strong 
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in behalf of those whose heart is perfect 
toward him.

This notable book, the only book that 
does not mention the name of God, records 
the bold attempt of Satan to blot out the 
whole nation of the Jews while they were 
in capivity, and thus destroy God’s plan of 
redemption.

The Mount of Olives May Lose 





Its Only Spot of Protestantism ! 





HERE aare few truly evangelical Christian spots of outstanding interest and impor- 

tance in the Holy Land, The Roman Catholic Church has made much of the prop- 
erty it has acquired there; the Moslems have made Jerusalem the center of their faith 
and have erected beautiful Mosques. Now, unless earnest Christians of this country 
come to the rescue, a spot of inspiration and meditation for Protestant Christians will 
be transferred to Arab, Jew or Catholic hands.

Finally came bank- 
ruptcy for the Travel Institute. And now this wonderful location, this spot of such 
great value to Protestant Christianity today and for the future, is about to be sold to 
the highest bidder to satisfy the mortgage ($2,000). Non-Christians seem to be the 


most actively interested in it.

There is first the 
word to be studied, next the Hebrew or 
Greek meaning of the word, a statement of 
that of which it is a type or symbol, a 
sample verse quoted, in which its Bible 
use is seen, and last several references 
given in which the word is used. Thus 
the material is in a compact form and read- 
ily available. The author does not claim 
that it is either perfect or complete.

1. Spreading the Gospel. The Lord 
Jesus did not sit down and wait for the 
people to come to him. He carried his 
messages into the villages and towns. 
With our highly organized churches comes 
the temptation to expect the people of 
the community and neighborhood to come 
to the church to hear the Gospel preached. 
There are some who will never come. 
If we are to reach them, we must 
carry the Gospel to them. 

Just what has our young people’s society 
done toward carrying the Gospel to those 
who will not come to the church? Your 
pastor can give you information as to 
what territory might be your church’s 
proper field. Talk to him about the pos- 
sibility of a house to house visitation for 
the purpose of ascertaining how many in 
your vicinity are not attending church or 
Sunday school anywhere, and for the defi- 
nite purpose of speaking to men and women 
in such homes about the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Such an undertaking is not to be begun, 
however, without much preparation and 
prayer.

2. Seeing the need. It was as the Lord 
Jesus went about among the people that 
he saw their spiritual need. With him, 
of course, it was different than it will 
be with us. He did not need to be told 
what was in the hearts of men. -He knew 
their needs before he ever started out. But 
we will never really know the spiritual need 
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in our Own community until we get out 
of our comfortable pews and talk to others 
about Christ. 


3. Sensing the responsibility. The Lord 
Jesus never looked upon a need that his 
heart was not moved with a compassion 
that prompted him to do something about 
that need. If we start out to take a census 
of our community merely with the thought 
of securing interesting facts for some one 
else to deal with, we shall miss the great 
opportunity that such an exercise will bring 
us. It is here that the Holy Spirit can 
help us, first by making us sensitive to the 
conditions we see, and then by impelling us 
to do what we can to remedy the situation.

4. Securing the help. We need to re- 
member that, after all, God is the “Lord 
of the harvest.” It is his vineyard in which 
we are called to work, and he has the right 
to choose workers and direct the work. 
‘When we plunge into it alone, we have 
only our human strength and intelligence 
to contribute. But when we pray the Lord 


of the harvest we release all the resources . 


of Heaven under the infinitely wise direc- 
tion of our heavenly Father. He not only 
knows how the need may be met, but also 
where the laborers are that will work for 
him.
